“ Fiscal responsibility” is the overriding 
issue before the 1961 Congress, in the opin­ 
ion of Dr. Robert W. French of New York, 
president of Tax Foundation Inc. This judg­ 
ment of things was presented in an address 
to the Nebraska Citizens Council, an inde- 
pendent tax research group. 
On the national level, such res|wn ihility 
is not the Num ber One issue and past elforts 
to m ake it such are at 
least 
I 
part 
of 
the 
m any 
problems 
we 
face today. The first 
and foremcst thing for 
our nation is survival and fiscal rc^|>onsi- 
bility doesn’t count for much in the face of 
that issue. To place the 
imple question 
i» f money in a coveted fiosition is to mis­ 
lead the public into a state of unreality and 
apathy. The danger in placing fi.scal respon­ 
sibility first in the order of priorities lies 
in the implication from su» h a determ ina­ 
tion that if we have economic strength, 
then we have nothing else to fear. Further 
than this, the term used by Dr. French 
has come to mean a great many other 
things. 
It has come to m ean 
to the 
a\erag e 
American (hat he he permitted and even 
encouraged to spend all he wants for what­ 
ever he wants and then to devote the re­ 
m ainder to national goals and objeeti\es. 
It has come to stand for pleasures and de­ 
lights first and the hard facts of life second. 
It has come to mean taxation without any 
burden and sacrifice. 
This m ay not be what Dr. French means 
by the term but those arc the illusions com ­ 
monly associated with it. To put our finger 
on that one thing first is to infer that there 
is some autom atic limit that applies^ in 
m atters of government spending, without 
regard for the dem ands of the nation. This 
inference was found in the reference by 
Dr. French to the fact that the federal 
tax bite is now 30 per cent of the national 
income. 
★ 
These are dangerous ideas to play with 
and they can easily lull the American people 
to sleep when they need to be aroused 
and fighting. The fact is that when it comes 
to our survival and the conflict with com­ 
munism, there is no limit to the financial 
resources that can be poured into the battle. 
Our lives and our standard of living may 
be substantially affected, and adversely so, 
by a constantly increasing drain of funds 
into this battle but the alternative is much 
worse.

The Citizens Connell was also advised 
by ChnneeHor ( Ilfford M. Hardin of the 
Cniversitv of Nebraska that “ the price of 
exeellenee Is high, but the prlre of medioc­ 
rity is even higher.” Now, there is a state­ 
ment that will take us imi miles for every 
single mile we could travel with the thought 
advanced by Dr. French. The thing that 
needs to he fully understood 
and 
appre­ 
ciated by every eliizen of the Fnited Slates 
is that at present he faces only two choices 
—eominunisni or democracy. 


The conflict that is now going on in the 
world IS ov» ’r the survival of one or the 
other of iho.se philosophies. As things now 
stand and a 
the liner- of battle are drawn, 
there will be only one winner. There is no 
promise at thi: ’time that democracy can 
live at peace in a position of inferiority 
to communism in any respect. 
This does not mean that things will never 
change. Communism may evolve over a 
period of time into something with which 
we can live, even though this is highly un­ 
likely. But until it ceases to stand for what 
It does today, we have no choice but to 
compete with it to the greatest of our abil­ 
ity, regardless of the demands this makes 
upon us. 
This doesn’t mean that we throw our mon­ 
ey away. Certainly, a wrecked economy 
would be just as ef­ 
fective 
a 
means 
of 
conquert for the Com­ 
munists as would he 
mi.^-^iles with 
atomic 
warheads Therefore. a> Dr. Freiv h states, 
we should consider public funds a public 
trust, should balance expenditures and rev­ 
enues. should discourage additional debt, 
should have an efficient tax system and 
should channel government activities into 
areas of economic growth benefits. But the 
day we arbitrarily decide that any single 
one of these items or even all of them com ­ 
bined are more imjxirtant than our com ­ 
parative international standing, that will 
be the day on which the victory has been 
won by communism. 
What constitutes government activity of 
serious concern to our survival is a ques­ 
tion of no little controversy. Is survival 
tied in with 
education 
and 
federal 
aid 
thereto, to aid to depressed areas, to medi­ 
cal care for the aged, to urban renewal 
or just to military preparedness and for­ 
eign aid? This IS another whole area of dis­ 
cussion but it must be approached with sur­ 
vival in mind, not just “ fiscal responsi-

One Of The Exceptions 


The Tenth District Federal R eserve’s lat­ 
est monthly m em orandum on financial de­ 
velopments opens with the sobering rem ark 
th a t With the B'R’s recent easier money pol­ 
icy, loan demand decreased nationally during 
October while banks used their released re­ 
serves largely to buy short term securities. 


This is a formal and refined way of say­ 
ing that the national economy did not re­ 
spond as hoped to the magic wand of bank­ 
ing mechanics. If this continues recovery 
will have to be built of different stuff. 
The memo goes on to say that personal 
finance companies found a cheaper way 
of getting money than from 
banks 
and 
floated $450 million in long term security is­ 


sues. While business loans dropped $106 
million. 
.Against this national background Lincoln 
joined a few cities in this Tenth District 
which went contrary to pattern. It 
de­ 
clined over a year ago in only one cate­ 
gory. Real estate loans were down $342,000, 
Net loans rose $9 .455,000, commercial and 
industrial loans went up $3,162,000,

A Blow To Justice? 


There may be some shaking of heads at 
the Federal Appeals Court action which re­ 
versed a lower court conviction of the now 
fam ed Apalachin gangland characters.

M aybe it is proper but it is also essential 
that they be placed behind bars in accord­ 
ance w'ith the law — convicted on the basis 
of concrete evidence. The Appeals 
Court 
pointed out that 
the governm ent’s 
case 
against the 20 delegates to the underworld 
convention of 1957 was a préfabrication from 
start to finish. The government had as­ 
sum ed certain things to be facts — things 
which possibly could have led to a convic­ 
tion if there was evidence to support them 
—but the government could prove none of 
these assumptions. 
“ In A m erica,” 
the Appeals Court opin­ 
ion stated, 
“ we still respect the dignity 
of the individual, and even an unsavory 
ch aracter is not to be imprisoned except

on definite proof of specific crim e.” These 
are words which should instill pride in the 
hearts of all people. Most certainly, there 
is nothing to fear in a philosophy such as 
this. These words 
constitute 
a 
bulwark 
against tyranny and oppression. 
If this were not the kind of thinking 
which guides us, then we would become 
as those we seek to rid ourselves of. If 
imprisonment is to be based on anything 
other than solid evidence and proof, then 
none of us is any better than the worst of 
us. The dangers in such a system as that 
are innumerable. 


It would reduce our system of justice to 
one of personal opinion and of individual 
likes and dislikes. Do we want judgment 
passed on the basis of w^hat a few people 
believe is right and wrong and on what 
they, believe the facts to be rather than 
an actual determination of what the facts 
are? The Appeals Court has redefined the 
only kind of justice on which we can afford 
to rely if we 
are 
to 
defend 
ourselves 
against the criminal element as well as 
evils of an even more serious nature. 


WASHINGTON

dent-elect Kennedy has held 
significant discussions with 
advisers regarding the ap­ 
pointment of his cabinet and 
they add up to trouble in 
picking the No. 1 spot — sec­ 
retary of state. 
Kennedy is shying away 
from the m an whom he had 
told friends, prior to the nom­ 
ination, he considered best 
qualified — Adlai Stevenson. 
His fear is that .Adlai might 
be too idealistic. Stevenson 
is a man of such strong con­ 
victions and such great ideal­ 
ism, Kennedy has confided 
to friends, that, m any dis­ 
agreem ent over policy, Stev­ 
enson 
might 
resign. 
This 
would be highly em b arrass­ 
ing for a young president 
with no great experience in 
foreign affairs. 
So Kennedy has asked Ste­ 
venson to continue his policy 
reports on foreign countries, 
and hopes to persuade the 
m an who twice was nominat­ 
ed for president to take a 
position where he will carry 
out orders, not m ake policy. 
Specifically, Kennedy hopes 
Adlai will become am bassa­ 
dor to the United Nations. 
Kennedy’s current thinking, 
if finalized into decision, is 
going to disappoint the very 
sizeable wing of Stevenson 
boosters inside the Demo­ 
cratic party, to say nothing of 
Adlai himself. 
It has long been known 
that the position Stevenson 
coveted most was that of re­ 
organizing 
and 
revitalizing 
the State D epartm ent and 
.American foreign policy. To 
this end, he spent more than 


two years making firsthand 
surveys of the world’s tough­ 
est 
trouble 
spots — Latin 
America, .Africa, Russia, and 
Southeast Asia. These were 
not mere glad-handing junk­ 
ets .made 
in .government 
planes in the space of a few 
weeks. They were penetrat­ 
ing surveys requiring months 
of time, paid for by Steven­ 
son himself, during which he 
conferred with heads of gov­ 
ernment, opposition leaders, 
labor and business leaders. 


Stevenson 
toured 
.Africa 
four years before th« State 
D epartm ent woke up to the 
fact that it would have to 
supply am bassadors to the 
new African republics, and 
cam e back predicting what 
was going to happen. He is 
one of the few Democratic 
leaders who has had exten­ 
sive talks with Khrushchev. 
.And 
during 
the 
w ar 
he 
served 
first 
in 
the 
Navy 
D epartm ent, later in t h e 
State D epartm ent where he 
was largely responsible for 
the .Allied decision to con­ 
vert the Itajian monarchy 
into a Republic. 
However, during his 1956 
cam paign, 
Stevenson 
in­ 
curred the wrath of many 
top-level D em ocrats for his 
proposal 
to 
end 
nuclear 
bomb testing — if Russia 
agreed — and his determ in­ 
ation not to retreat from 
that stand. Both Eisenhow­ 
er and Nixon belittled Ste­ 
venson’s stand as am ateur- 
isji and silly. Nixon called it 
theatrical grandstanding. Ei­ 
senhower inferred that Ste- 
'venson knew nothing about 
military m atters.

W ater has been rationed by

A Gem Shining I n The Dust 
Miimesota’s Golden Gophers have been 
nam ed the num ber one college football team 
of 19 60 and have been selected to play in 
the Rose Bowl. 
This 
is 
cause 
for 
some 
satisfaction 
throughout the Middle West, more especially 
in N ebraska. Cornhusker followers recall 
the rugged, manly battle last fall when Ne­ 
braska, it turned out, scored more points 
against the Gophers than any other defeated 
rival, putting on four periods of give and 
take football. 
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But there are other aspects of the Min­ 
nesota achievement that leave a poor taste. 
One is that the dons of Alinnesoa University 
have adam antly condemned Big Ten Rose 
Bowl connections as overemphasis, but fold­ 
ed their tents like the Arabs the m om ent the 
Gophers got an invitation. The official e.x- 
planation of this reversal given as an eth­ 
ical position of playing, not for Minnesota’s 
glory or gain, but to defend the position of 
other Big Ten team s which might have 
wished to go to the bowl had they won or 
which might wish to go in the future. No 
one was so protected. Had Minnesota re ­ 
jected the bid other schools, Iowa for in­ 
stance, would have been happy to have 
played second choice. The dons would have 
acted with more truth and candor had they 
admitted that the public pressure of Min­ 
nesotans blew them out of their position, 
and how'ever strongly they may have felt 
about the bowl, they did not feel strongly 
enough accept testing criticism. 
The other facet recalls the intem perate 
treatm ent of the 1959 Gophers and Coach 
M urray W arm ath by the people who are now 
suffocating those figures with* adulation. 
W arm ath was hung in effigy a year ago, his 
family received ugly phone calls and his 
daughter was socially ostracized. Victory 
is a desirable thing, but there is a limit to 
the price for it. 
But more glory to the Gophers and their 
coach. They prevailed in .spite of their pub­ 
lic and they are the best thing to_ come out 
of this whole affair, and more iha.n normally 
qualified for the bowl and general public 
respect.

It is a 
good hedge against the mo- 
tionalism of the s.ucker who Is 
tempted to buy and to sell 
at disadvantageous times. 
Of course, in dollar-averag ­ 
ing, it is essential to under­ 
stand initial selectivity. This 
long-term method cannot be 
tied to ephemeral market tips 
or mere hunches. The securi­ 
ties bought should be shares 
of outstanding corporations in 
growing industries, with good 
survival prospects in a rapid­ 
ly chang ing world. For safe­ 
ty, there should be some di­ 
versification in the securities 
cl osen for dollar averag ing .
